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FOOLISH LEGISLATORS. 


Some of the Democratic Senators who 
have not yet openly accepted the Lobby’s 
yoke are pointing to the conduct of, those 
who have accepted it as a natural result 
of the Post-Dispatch's criticisms. 

Is this reasonable? Or is it an excuse 
that will be accepted by the people? 

The Post-Dispatch began by asking the 
people of Missouri to watch the votes of 
certain Senators and Representatives. 
This was interpreted (not by the Post- 
Dispatch) as meaning that the votes of 
the gentlemen so indicated would not 
bear watching. 

Under these circumstances, a reasona- 
ble man would say that the sensible 
course for these Senators and Members 
to take would be to vote in such a way 
as to refute the alleged accusation, and to 
prove not only that their votes would 
bear watching, but that they would win 
the approval of the people. This would 
be an effective vindication for themselves 
and an effective rebuke to the Post-Dis- 
patch if it had in any way misrepre- 


sented them. 
Instead of ‘pursuing this course, a 


number of the Senators indicated have 
voted with and for the Lobby, exactly as 
it was charged that the Post-Dispatch 
intended to indicate that they would 
vote. And now, as an excuse for such 
votes, the Post-Dispatch’s criticisms are 
pointed to! 

In other words, by proving the truth of 
the Post-Dispatch’s criticisms the Mem- 
bers who justify them are vindicated! 

Was such a proposition ever before 
put forward seriously? Does any legis- 
lator believe that the people will be fooled 
by such buncombe? 

Legislators will be judged by their 
votes. And apparently by their votes 
they will be condemned and the Post-Dis- 
patch vindicated. 
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UNEQUAL ASSESSMENTS. 


Last Saturday’s Post-Dispatch editor- 
jally..showed that the property of the 
railroads of Missouri is valued by the 
corporations themselves in their reports 
to the Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
at $288,180,000, or $45,000 a mile, and that 
in 1894 it was assessed by the State Board 
of Equalization at $66,865,411, or $10,755 
a mile. In other words, counting bridges 
and buildings on rights of way, the total 
assessment was 25 per cent of the actual 
value. 

It was also shown, by Gov. Stone's spe- 
cial message to the Legislature in re- 
sponse to a resolution of inquiry, that 
other real property of the State is as- 
sessed at one-third of its actual value. 

Under the Constitution of Missouri, tax- 
ation for State purposes is now limited 
to 15 cents on the $100 valuation. If the 
railroad property had been assessed last 
year in proportion to the value of other 
property, it would have reached the sum 
of $89,153,882.01, or $22,288,470 more than 
the amount finally fixed by the State 
Board of Equalization. Applying the 
rate of taxation for State purposes only, 
the difference between the amount at 
which the railroads should have been as- 
sessed in comparison with other property 
and the amount at which they were as- 
sessed, the State would have received in 
actual cash the additional sum of $33,- 
432.70. 

Taxation for local purposes varies ac- 
cording to population, but at an average 
rate of 30 cents the railroads would have 
yielded last year $66,865.40 additional rev- 
enue, or more than enough to pay every 
dollar of cost of the extra session of 
the General Assembly. 

It is a requirement of the Constitution 
that all property shall be assessed in 
proportion to its value, and as the rail- 
road earnings amount to 11 per cent on 


property yields very much less on 
a valuation of one-third, justice and fair- 
mess require that the railroads be as- 
peased at least as high as is the farm

RODE UNSANCTIONED RACES. | 


Annual Field Day of the Academy In- 
cluded Four Bicycle Races and the 
Riders May Be Suspended. 


There is strong probability that a number 
of the Smith Academy students will be sus- 
pended from bicycle racing for competing 
in the field day games given Saturday at 
the Pastime track. The races were not 
sanctioned by the League of American 
Wheelmen,and that is what may cause the 
trouble for the young athietes. 

The L. A. W. assumes control of all ama- 
teur bicycle races in the United States and 
insists that application shall be made for 
a sanction by race promoters before a sin- 
gle race can be given. So powerful is the 


body that, while for the offense of riding in 
an unsanctioned race it can do nothing 
but pronounce the sentence of suspension 
upon the rider, other racing men will not. 
— with those under the ban for fear 
of similar punishment. 

The rule on the subject is as follows: 

“Any rider wil ly competing at races 
not held under the rules of the Board or 
rules approved by the Board, shall be liable 
to suspension from the racing track for such 
a time as the Racing Board may determine; 
and riders are notified that to competo 


|} against any rider who has been suspended 


will render them liable to the same penalty. 

Promoters of race m@ets must in all cases 
apply to the member of the National Racing 
Board in charge of the district in which 
the events are to be run for official sanction. 

„Race promoters failing to observe the re- 
quirements of these racing rules shall be 
placed upon the list of those to whom the 
sanction privilege is denied ang refused fur- 
ther sanctions.” . 

It will be seen that the riders have not 
only rendered themselves liable to suspen- 
sion, but. the school has placed itself a 
position to be refused sanctions for its races 
in the future. There is not one race meet 
in two hundred that is not run under L. A. 
W. rules, and all of the Smith Academy men
